There are two matters tn which 
the church and state in Italy sce 
absolutely eye to cye—the first con- 
cerns dress and the second beauty 
contests.

Sun Tons for Youngsters 
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Loosely Woven Materials Desirable 


ITH the approach of summer 16 
is time to think of appropriate 
play apparel for the child.

Congress failed to pass a Dill 
in the session ending last March 
to authorize $11,480,000 additional 
hospital construction which would 
help provide for the care of men- 
tally ill veterans.
